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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the previous office action, claims 9, 10, 35, and 36 have been 
cancelled. By an Examiner's Amendment, claim 18 is amended and claim 19 is 
cancelled. Claims 1-8, 12-16, and 18 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 12-16, and 18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
previously cited prior art has been overcome by Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 April 
2008. No further art could be found that would render the claims unpatentable.

determining whether the control information has been modified; and 

processing the AV stream based on the determination , wherein the determining 
comprises determining whether the copy control information of the content information 
field has been modified when compared to copy control information of a content field of 
the AV stream, to prevent an unauthorized processing of the AV stream . 
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Claim 19 is cancelled.
